Most Chiefs Say Minimum Age Proposal Would Hamper Operations

A proposal in Harrisburg to 
establish a 
minimum age for 
volunteer firemen in 
Pennsyl­ 
vania prompted 
the 
Courier- 


Times to poll local fire officials 
to determine how many allowed 
minors to join and whether they 
were allowed to work on fire 
calls. 


Backbone At Times 


Most of the chiefs whose com ­ 
panies 
admitted 
minors 
said 
that the young men were in a 
very real sense the backbone of 
their companies during certain 
times of the day. Most believe J 
their operations would be hin­ 


dered if deprived of the serv­ 


ices 
of the 
young 
firemen.
